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Librarian Spofford Has a Million

Works of Graphic Art.

MAPS AND CHARTS BESIDES

The Legislative Bill as Reported
to the Senate Provides That Su-

perintendent Gieen Shall Remain
In Charge of New Building at
$5,000 a Tear Paintings IVunted.

Senator Morrill yesterday afternoon
presented in the Senate a statement from
Librarian Spofford, relative to the needs
of the new Library of Congress. It was
ordered printed as a document.

He says the new building inubt accom-

modate at once volumes, 250,-OO- u

pamphlets, about 300,000 unbound
periodicals, the Smithsonian scientific
library of 100,000 volumes, the Towne
library of 30,000 volumes and many
pamphlets and periodicals, 200,000 copy-

righted medical compositions, an extensive
collection of works of graphic art, num-

bering nob less than 1,000,000 distinct
works, a vast collection of maps of every,
description, another of charts, Illustrating
all departments of scientific-Instructio- and
requiring much space, and a collection of
manuscripts acquired with the historical
library of Peter Force and from other
sources.

There will also be required for the
proper administration of the new library,
according to Mr. Spofford, a copyright
record office, a room for thirty copyright
clerks, a spacious room for the reception
and distribution of the heavy mass of
copyright publications coining In daily, a
large hall for the gallery of art, another
for maps and charts, a room to exhibit
early prints of books in glass covers, an
exhibition room for early Americana, an-

other for specimens, of book binding, a
room for Washingtonlana, a catalogue
room with adequate space for books of
reference, reading rooms each for Sena-

tors and Representatives, a committee
room for joint committee on library, ufflcu
for the librarian, packing, stamping,
printing, bookbinding, and other rooms,
restaurant accommodations, superintend-
ent's office, office for captain of watch,
and a special room for researches of gov-

ernment officials. There should also be u
largely increased space to accommodate 1S7
clerks at least, as against 42 at present.

The legislative appropriation bill, as
reported to the Seuate this afternoon,
provides that the present custodian shall
become superintendent of the new library
building, at a salary equal to tlint of the
librarian, establishes the office of
register of copyright, and provides for him
a salary of $3,000 a year.

Senator Wetmore made a favorable re-

port this afternoon, from the Library
Committee, on Che proposed Uawley amend-
ment to the sundry civil bill, appropriat-
ing $2,000 to purchase an oil painting of
Vice President D. D. Tompkins, painted by
Jarvis in 1812, and now owned by Ray
TompkiuB Gordon, a descendent of the
Vice President. He also reported fav-

orably the Gibson proposition to buy
Nehlig's painting of "Pocahontas Saving
the Life of Capt. John Smith," for $5,000.

There are
indications of its having been known to
the moonshiners for n long time, as they
have put long ladders in places difficult
to ascend or descend and have widened
nanow passages by hewing out the solid
rock. '

The place Is admirably adapted for the
purpose of moonsliiniug and the protection
of the outlaws, for at many points in the
cavern a sittglo man with a Winchester
rifle could defend the territory against
the invasion of a very large posse.

THE TRANSVAAL.

The Gold Resources of the Country
Are the Largest in the World.

Of his recent extended study of the
gold resources of South Africa, Dr.
Becker says that the Transvaal re-

public contains the largest gold deposits
in the world. Within fifteen miles of
Johannesburg there is an amount of gold,
practically in .sight, estimated to be worth
$3,500,000,000, or nearly as much as the
entire volume of gold coin now in the world.
The gold is extraordinarily uniform, as
uniform as coal In an ordinary deposit,
as shown by shafts which have been sunk
to a depth ,of 1,800 feet, and diamond
drillings which have gone still further.
At present the gold is being taken out at
the rate of $00,000,000 a year.

Ttie most surprising news which Dr.
Becker brings is the testimony of an Ameri-
can, who was formerly hisassistaut in the
geological survey, and who is now engaged
in mining in the Transvaal, where he has
made several millions of dollars. The
American mining expert says, to his knowl-
edge and belief, the gold deposits, Instead
of being thirty miles long, the region now
In sight, is practically 1,200 miles long,
except that in the rest of the region later
deposits have come in over the gold. This,
however, will not prevent economical min-
ing, but will simply delay it. Popular
Science News.

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MURDER FOLLOWED RiGHES

Horrible Crime Committed by

Two Brothers.

KILLED AN OLD MAN FOR GOLD

They "Went to His BTonse, Bound
and Gagged Him and Inflicted Nu-

merous Wounds With a File to
aialte Him Tell Where His Wealth
Was Hidden.

New Orleans, Jan. 18. New Orleans has
been treated tills week to the last chapter
lu a very tlfrilling "yellow back" story
of murder. The murder itself was a con-
fessed plagiarism from a very popular
book among juvenile criminal literature,
"The Life of Jesse James," but It had
variations of its own.

In April last Martin Begneaud was found
dead in his bed in the little town of
Scott. La., some 150 miles from New Or
leans, on the Southern Pacific Railroad
Begneaud was the richest man in that
section, a Frenchman who had made a
fortune as a merchant and storkeeper. He
was an old man, Jolly and
very charitable and very popular, andTvlth-outa- n

enemy n the world. One day, when
his failure to appear about the house had
aroused suspicion, the place was broken
into and Mr. Begneaud was found bound
hand and foot and bandaged up with
pieces of calico. When the calico was re-

moved it disclosed fifty-seve- n wounds, In-

flicted with a poniard or other sharp weap-
on.

A majority of the wounds had evidently
br-e- inflicted, not with any Intention or
killing the old man, Tor they were not
iu vital parts, but for purposes of torture
He had been prodded in the neck, chest
andsides, and through the tongue, in order,
by torture, to extract from him the hiding
place of his keys or the combination of Ills
sare; and when he had surrendered, in
his agony, for the open safe told that part
of the story, the murderer had searched
for his heart with the dagger, and after
two or three ineffectual blows near It
had completed his work. The torture must
have lasted some time, for the dead man's
faceshowed suffermgin every feature, and
his neck tind arms had been badly cut by
the ropes iu his struggles.

It took the detectives little time to un-

derstand that lie iiad been rirst tortured for
his money and then killed, and that the
murderers been concealed about the
premises. Begneaud, who was a bachelor,
had had a card party on the night of the
murder, and his brother, Simeon Begneaud,
as lie had bidden him good-nigh- t, had seen
him iock up the store and house, for like
most storekeepers In Southern Louisiana,
ho lived behind his shop.

The murderhadbeen perpetrated for rob-
bery. There stood the safe, open and emp
ty, and two large bags were missing from
the store, in which the murderers had

carried off their plunder.
The people were deeply aroused by the

crime, and nearly every one contributed
to the reward offered for the capture of the
murderers. The finest pack of bloodhounds
In Louisiana was put upon the trail, but
failed to track the criminals.

There was not the slightest clue to the
murderers, and it was felt that it was a
case which justified rather extreme meas-
ures in the matterof arrest. It was a bad
time, that spring, for tramps traveling
along the line of the Southern Pacific Rail-
road in Louisiana, forevery person against
whom the slightest suspicion pointed,
every one who could not explain where he
had been on the night of April 23, was lia-
ble to arrest.

One man was arrested for no other rea
son than that he was the owner of a three-edge- d

stiletto that fitted the wounds in
Begneaud's body exactly, and a quack
doctor and strolling mountebank was jailed
because he had left the parish a couple of
days after the murder, aud it was fortu-
nate for both that they had alibis ready,
or it would have gone hard with them.

During all this time the two real murder-
ers passed Begneaud's store daily and were
present at the funeral without the slightest
suspicion resting on them, for "who could
have suspected that this brutal crime had
been committed by two boys, one of them
a delicate little fellow ulili an angelic face
and pleasant manner? et the crime had
been planned and carried out by Ernest
and Alexis Blanc, both under eighteen years
of age; and not only had. the Idea of the
murder been suggested to them by "The
Life of Jesse James," .but the details in
that story had heen accurately and care-
fully carried out.

The two boys were brothers. They were
born in Paris, France, and their mother
was a seamstress. They were bright boys,
profoundly interested in Gaboriau and in
stories of crime and adventure. Regard-
ing even Paris as humdrum, they came to
America a year ago to go out West and grow
up with the Indians and cowboys. They
spent some time in New Xork, but, not find-
ing it wild enough, started further west
and got to southwest Louisiana.

The fact that a majority of the population
spoke French, their mother tongue, induced
them to remain some months here. They
worked on Col. Dransin Boudreaux's place,
a mile from Scott. They were popular boys
and well thought of by all, and every one
who could lent them books, for they seemed
to have a taste forliterature,
both English and French, hut mainly of
the lurid order. "The Life of Jesse James"
attracted them most, and they secretly
resolved to become brigands and highway-
men. As, however, the opportunities for.
highway robbery were not good, they con-
cluded to.try simple murder first. For Uiree
weeks they talked over their plan, being
determined to arrange all the details in
advance, and go about It In a systematic,
business-like- , yet dramatic, way.

After discussing the relative merits of
various wealthy men inttic neighborhood.
they finally fixed on Martin Begneaud as
their victim, because he was an old man
and was reported to keep a large amount
of money in Ills store. It took them fully
two weeks to arrange the details of his
murder. They even picked out the place
wh ere the money was to beburied after they
had killed their victim and taken it, and
prepared the whole for it. They bought re-
volvers and sharpened a file to make a
poniard.

When, however, the day came for the
murder and the boys went to Begneaud's
house, their courage weakened. They slunk
home and accused each other ofbeing cow-
ards and nob up to the Jesse James stand-
ard. They determined to try it again, and
went to Begneaud's on the evening, of April
23, determined to prove to each other
that they were men and heroes.

They hid in the grass near the Begneaud
store, and slipped in as Martin Begneaud
wa bidding his brother Simeon goodnight
Even when theold man saw the two lads
he was not frightened, for he knew them
well and had been kind to them.

They pretended they wanted some sar-
dines, and as he bent over to get a box the
two boys were on him. and witli their pis-
tols to his foiehead. The crime was easy
after that. Theif blood was up, and they
became like fiends. The old man was
bound, gagged and bandaged and carried
to his bedroom. Then Ernest stood guard
over him and began the torture which
was-t- force him to surrender hi fortune.
At the first stab from the sharpened file
he agreed to surrender the key of the safe.

Alexis opened it and round $1,200 in
greenbacks. He knew that this was only a

t
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part of Begneaud's. savings. and thatwith
the Frenchman's love for coin, the bulk of
the money was in gold, and, besides, there
were two compartments in the safe he
could not open. Not until the file had de-

scended again and again into his chest and
he was suffering intense torture did Beg-
neaud surrender his gold and silver. When
he gave the boys the keys to these compart-
ments a few blows silenced
him forever. His surrender of his for-
tune had-n- saved his life.

There were a hundred pouud-- j of gold
and silver coins, as much as the boys
could carry between them. They found
two large sacks in the store, filled them
with the money, swung them over their
backs, and, looking the door and throw-
ing the key mder the house, marched
to Uieir little cabin on the Boudreaux place,
where the money was burled under a neigh-
boring tree and grass planted over it.

The boys were shrewd enough to know
that if they left at once suspicion would
point to them, so they worked on as if
nothing had happened until the first ex-

citement was over. When it had quited
down they showed Col. Boudreaux, their
employer, a letter from a man in New
Orleans who had offered them better work:
in his store oif Toulouse street

The colonel thought it a good advance
for the boys and they went away, openly
and above board, with the good wishes
of all their friends, and without the slight-
est suspicion attaching to them, but with.
Begneaud's gold in their little hair trunk-I- t

was after their departure that the
letter they pretended to have receiv-
ed from New Orleans fell into the sherif fs
hand- They had left it forgetfully, or per-
haps ostentatiously, on the mantelpiece of
their cabin. An inquiry at the postoffiee
showed that neither of the boys had re-
ceived a letter at the time they pretended.
When the sheriff came to New Orleans
he looked them up at the Toulouse street
htore for an explanation of the letter matt-
er- They had never been there.

These facts gave rise to serious suspicion
that the hoys knew something about the
murder, but it was quite another mjitter
to find them. Tney had apparently disap-
peared from the face of the earth. Thou-sands- or

people mast have met the two boys
during the last nine months, and have won-
dered at two youngsters Traveling around
the world alone aud spending money so
lavishly and recklessly, and it seems
strange that they should never have been
the sbuject of police suspicion and arrest.

This was probably due to the fact that
they went only to the tJig cities. They
took a trip around the world; they visited
New York, Brussels, London, Paris, Mex-
ico, San Francisco and half a dozen other
great cities, and at all they splurged and
lived like princes.

On Monday last two very ragged boys,
showing all the signs of suffering poverty,
presented themselves at Col. Boudreaux's
plantation and asked the colonel to take
them back to work.

They were Ernest and Alexis Plane, and
they explained that they had lost their
place In New Orleans, had gone to St
Louis, and had tramped all the way from
that city to Lafayette parish, to get back:
to their little cabin again. Sherirt Brom-sa- rd

had confided his suspicious of the two
boys to Col. Boudreaux, and the latter,
while doubting their guilt, Informed tho
sherirt or their return. The climax camo
earlier than was expected, and It required
b.it a simple effort on the part of the sner-i- rf

to induce both boys to tell the entire
story of the murder and of their wander-
ings since.

Why they came back to the scene of their
crime, to a hard lire-o- f labor, is a psychio
iroblem. No oneever expected
again, and the sheriff had practically given
up the chase. To him the return to Scott,
where they must have been aware that
there was danger, seemed Inexplicable.

"You came back, to murder Simeon Beg-
neaud," he said to them, "and get his
money."

"Oh, no," said Alexis, in a tone which
left no doubt that he was telling the truth;
"the other man (he would speak of his
victim in no other way save as "'the other
man") was with us all the time, wherever
we went, whatever we did. We couldnot
have killed his brother."

As soon as SheritT Bromsard got tho
confession from the boys he hurried them to
New Orleans he would take no chance ofa
lynching. Tor he knew how wrought up

of Lafayette were over the Beg-

neaud murder. They arc sare here, but
their return to Lafayette means death,
either by Judge Lynch or the law, unless
AloxiV innocent appearance fills a mob or a
jury with pity for him.

Be.umd all quesUon,the Idea of themur-de- r
Came to him and his brother as. an in-

spiration from the yellow-bac- k literature;
'and the thought of the murder
him ever since, sleeping or waking,
ami I all the pleasures which Begneaud'a
money brought.
